Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 13-16, 20, 22-24, and 26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: each 
independent claim includes a combination of steps that when considered as a whole, is 
not anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. For instance, regarding 
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claim 1 , although the steps of customizing a program object for a user, downloading a 
set of program parts to a client to create a full functional object, and using a set of 
additional program parts to create a full functionality object from a limited functionality 
object are all well known as individual steps, their combination in the manner claimed is 
not well known or obvious, and is thus patentable. 

Claims 13, 20, 24, and 26 are allowed for similar reasons.
